STOPS INDUSTRY. 


Entire Country Desolated 
Except Big Cities. 


Lack of Supplies Forces Fac- 
tories to Close. 


Most Plantations Deserted or 
Stay Untilled.

Porfirio Diaz maintained quiet in 
Mexico whatever the cost. He also 
encouraged the foreigner to enter and 
develop the wonderful resources of 
the country, previously hardly 
touched. By doing this, Mexico final- 
ly reached the point where its finan- 
cial credit was excellent and it had 
an annual surplus. 

The development brought about by 
tlie foreigner and his capital was pri- 
marily responsible for’ this happy 
financial condition; The greater part 
of the foreign capital in Mexico is 
American. Three-fourths of all its 
trade is with the United States. 
Americans have aided in the devel- 
eapment. not only through big cor- 
porations and companies, but also as 
individuals.

AMERICANS IN MEXICO. 

This number has been steadily in- 
treasing. In 1900 the total Ameri- 
cane in Mexico was 3000. In 1910 
the number had increased to 20,000 
or almost 70 per cent. In the same 
length of time the Spaniards increased 
from 12,000 to 24,000 and the British, 
French and Germans increased from 
'@ total of 4500 to 12,500. Thus the

In Mexico, City, Guadalajara, Oax- 
hea or Puebla there are not any 
Striking evidences of a revolution be- 
ing in®éxistence. Outwardly the peo- 
ple seem to be leading their custom- 
ary lives. 

However, even In these cities there 
fs an undercurrent of alarm and un- 
certainty. There are Mexicans and 
‘foreigners constantly and in increas- 
ing numbers leaving the country. In 
business there is a depression and 
loss of confidence that cannot fall to 
have a bad result. 

LACK OF RAW MATERIAL. 

In Puebla a good deal of distress 
is caused by the inability of the tex- 
tile milla to get raw material due to 
interruption of the railway service. 
Other. manufacturing industries are 
gradmaliy experiencing the same 
troubles. 

The big smelters in most cases are 
eut off from their coal supply and 
also from their mines. This means 
they must shut down as soon as their 
present supply of coal and of ore is 
exhausted, This will throw thousands 
out of work.

In Tehuantepec fincas (plantations) 
deserted or else guarded by soldiers 
are everywhere in evidence.

nd. 

Everywhere in the small towns are 
ranch owners, afraid to remain 
longer in the country end gradually, 
because of their inability to work 
their ranches, using up their savings. 
Here and there will be found a Mexi- 
can some member of whose family 
has been carried off by one of the 
small bands of rebels and is being 
held for ransom. 


SUBMIT TO ROBBERY. 


Those who remain on their ranches 
have to submit to roDbery and are 
soon relieved of a large share, if not 
all, of their cattle and horses. One 
ranch owaer, complaining bitterly, 
sald he could see no difference be- 
tween the Federals and the. rebelis, 
whichever came along robbed him of 
something. 

In Coahuila the rebels have com- 
pelled one wealthy Mexican to use his 
own mills to grind his grain for their 
use, and at the same time to pay the 
laborers working in the milis. 

Villaidama, Nuevo Leon, having 
been deserted by troops, police and 
authorities, through fear of the 
rebels, Lucio Blanco sent fiVe men 
into town who quietly and without 
encountering rcsistance, collected and 
took away in carts, $6000 worth of 
clothing and several thousands of 
dollars. 


Some parts of Mexico are desolate 
enough naturally, and with but few 
and widely scattered inhabitants. 
When the rebel or forces 
have been operating in such a dis- 
trict the desolation is increased. Mile 
after mile of road can be passed over 
without meeting a soul. 

Most of the ranch houses ap- 
proached are abandoned and their 
wattle and stock driven off. The few 
people remaining have generally sus- 
pended their usual occupations and 
are carefully husbanding what few 
supplies they have. 

ithout news of any kind some- 
times for weeks, they are eager for 
the slightest detail, generally show- 
ing readily by their delight or depres- 
sion which side they sympathize with. 

The silent railways, here and there 
destroyed, and the burned telegraph 
poles, with the wire lying tangled on 
the ground, only serve to accentuate 
the general loneliness. Often a small 
town will be found which has been 
completely deserted.except perhaps 
for a few half-starved stray cats. The 
doors will be hanging open or bang- 
I in the silght breeze.

DESERTED CAMPS. 


At night the coyotes descend 
these abandoned spots, eating what 
refuse they can find, or if they find 
them occupied, stand saround . and 
yelp their disappointment. 

The truth of the matter is that 
everywhere the people of all classes 
are in a more or less continuous 
fright. 

The amount of foodstuff bein 
@uced in the country is steadily de- 
creasing. The industries, big and lit- 
tle, are gradually closing down. The 
amount of work being done is thus 
decreasing as the number people 
hunting work is increasing. 

As long as the railways into the 
United States were open the labor 
situation was somewhat relieved by 
a steady «tream of Mexican immi- 
grants onteiing.. Thirty thousand 
came in through the ports of Browns- 
vile and Laredo during the quarter 
ending June 30, 1913. However, these 
roads are now closed the greater part 
of the time.

WEEKS'S SPEECH.

SNOW PILED FOUR FEET 


ON STREETS OF DENVER 


A Shortage of Coal Adds to the Suffering Caused ty 
the Blizzard, With No Relief in Sight, as the Railroam 
Are Tied Up—Police Handle Traffic Along One Teh 
ley Car Track, Which Is S hoveled Clear. |

o'clock tonight the severe snow- 

storm which had completely tied 
up all forms of business in Denver 
and Central Colorado came to an end, 
according to the Denver offi¢e of the 
government Weather Bureau, and 
colder, clear weather was forecast for 
the remainder of the night and to- 
morrow. With the freézing weather 
came grave anxiety as to the mainte- 
nance of the slender telegra and 
telephone communications which alcne 


have saved Denver from absolute iso- 
lation from the outside world for the 
last twenty-four hours. Wires 
heavily en with wet snow, and a 
freeze, accord to the telegraph 
companies, would cause many of the 
wires to break.

TAYLOR FAVORS CONFERENCE 
OF THE NATIONS. 


Former Minister to Spain De- 
clares Repeal of Clause in Panama 
Act or Referring Great Britain 
Controversy to Arhitration at 
Present Is an Impossibility. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.| 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—An inter 
national diplomatic conference as a 
means of bringing about an amicable 
settlement of the controversy between 
Great Britain and the United States 


over the Panama Canal tolls issue was | 
proposed in an address by Hannis 
Taylor, former American Minister to’ 
Spain, in an address at tonight's ses- 
sion of the fourth conference of the 
American Society for Judicial Settle- 
ment of International Disputes. 

Mr. Taylor did not agree with the 
view expressed last night by Joseph 
HH. Choate, former Ambassador to 
Breat Britain, that the United States 
should repeal the tolls clause of the 
Panama canal act or submit the mat- 
ter to arbitration. 

“Either method,” said Mr. Taylor, 
“is at the present time an absolute 
im possibility.” 

Hie added that every day the set- 
tlement of the controversy was de- 
layed made it more difficult to handle. 
Prof. Phillip Brown of Princeton Uni- 
versity, discussing “limitation of ar- 
bitration,” declared that the great 
danger in this country at present is 
that too much is being made of arbi- 
tration, deluding the public to believe 
that arbitration is a “cure-all.” 

“In the great movement for world 
peace,” said Mr. Brown, “the special 
mission of the United States would 
seem to be supremely difficult, though 
an inspiring task of helping to bring 
closest harmgny among the nations of 
this part of the hemisphere.”’ 

An effective step in that direction, 
he sald, would be the creation of an 
American international law.

Democrat Hints that Power 
Scheme May Be in It. 


Says San Francisco Demands 
Altogether Too Much. 


[SY «A Pf. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Opponents 
of the bill to allow San Francisco to 
obtain a water supply from Hetch 
Hetchy Valley held the floor most 
of today and tonight In the Senate. 
The debate will be resumed tomor- 
row, with an agreement to vote be- 
fore adjournment. 

Senatore Gronna, Borah and Lane 
spoke against the measure today, and 
Senator Smith of Arizona made a 
brief statement outlining his reasons 
for supporting it. | 

Senator Borah made a general ar- 
gument against the project, declaring 
that to allow “Francisco to dam 
the valley and appropriate the water 
would injure the farms built up by 


‘years of labor in the semi-arid re- |] 


gions of the San Joaquin Valley. 

“These men who have buflt up 
their farms under stress of adverse 
circumstances must be protected,” he 
said. “This bill purports to protect 
them by specifying that San Fran- 
cisco shall sell them water at cost 
after her needs have been supplied, 
But the United States government 
has no power to force any condition 
as to the disposition of the waters 
which are under the control of the 
State of California.” soe 

Senator Lane, the first Democrat to 
speak against the bill, said that the 
400,000,000 gallons of water a day 
which under the bill would be se- 
eured from Hetch Hetchy would 
mean 800 gallons a day for each of 
the 500,000 people in San Francisco. 

“The city doesn't need, it,” he 
added, “but the fall of that amount 
of water from 3500 feet above San 
Francisco would generate a great 
electric power. I opine there is a 
water power proposition behind it, 
but I don’t know just where.” 

Majority Leader Kern disclaimed 
tonight any intention of reflecting 
upon Representative Denver Church 
of California, who in a letter Ppre- 
sented to the Senate last night by 
Senator Works urged the defeat of 
the Hetch Hetchy bill, although he 
had supported it In the House.

ROGRESSIVES 
ARE REBUKED. 


TIME TO END THEIR NONSENSE, 
SAYS JOB HEDGES. 


{RY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—The radicals 
ruled the Republican State conference 
this afternoon and forced the ap- 
proval of a direct or State-wide pri- 
mary law. State Chairman William 
Barnes's motion to reaffirm the more 
conservative primary plank in the 
last Republican platform was defeated 
by a vote of 192 to 187. 

The radicals, led by Henry L. Stim- 
son, former Secretary of War, split 
with Barnes and his followers over 
the question of retaining party con- 
ventions, The State chairman's propo- 
sition was that the conference favor 
the direct nomination of Congress- 
men, members of the State Legisia- 
ture, county and municipal officers, 
but keep the State convention for the 
nomination of Governor and the oth- 
er officers on the State ticket. Dele- 
gates to this convention were to be 
chosen directly by the voters, who 
should have the right also to express 
direct preference for nominations for 
State officers, if.they so desired. 

This did not suit Stimson and his 
friends, and after a long debate they 
carriéd a small majority of the con- 
ferees with them. The resolution 
adopted deciared that al! candidates 
should stand.on an equal footing. It 
opposed the use of party emblems on 
_— general election ballot and the 
actional column on the primary ba)- 
lot. At the same time it expressed 
belief in party organization and re- 
iterated the doctrine of former Gev. 
Hughes that the direct prim should 
be an adjunct to and a check upon, 
rather than a substitute for, the de- 
liberation and conference of the par- 
ty’s representatives. 

The conference was called by the 
State Committee to recommend legis- 
lation to the Republican members of 
the State Assembly, which was re- 
turned to Republican control in the 
last election. Since nearly all the Re- 
publican Assemblymen-elect partici- 
pated in the conference, its recom- 
mendations were considered binding 
and were accepted as the programme 
of the Assembly majority at the next 
regular session. 

The meeting recommended adop- 
tion of a vigorous compulsory work- 
ingmen’s compensation law, reform of 
the rules of the Assembly and the 
amendment of the State constitution 
to take all State officers except those 
of Governor and Lieutenant-Governor 
out of the elective list and empower 
the Governor to fill them by appoint- 
ment. 

A motion to include judges of the 
Court of Appeals among the officers to 
be appointed by the Governor was de- 
feated.

The proclamation prohibiting the 
importation of arms and ammunition 
into Ireland, which King George 
signed at a meeting of the Privy 
Council Th , and which will be 
published in the Royal 
night, was milder than rumor had an- 
ticipated it would be. Instead of re- 
viewing the Irish crimes act, so odious 
to the old-time home rulers againat 
whom i was directed, which pro- 
hibited the arms and 
gave drastic power of search for arms, 
it invoked the customs consolidation 
act of 1876, 

The only reason given in the proc- 
lamation for taking the step is the 
Statement: “Whereas, it is expedient 
that the importation into Ireland of 
arms and ammunition and other goods 
hereinafter mentioned should be pro- 


hibited, therefore,”. and the procia- 
mation proceeds to specify all articles 
intended for or capable of being used 


for military purposes as being under 
the ban. It exempts, however, arms 
and explosives designed solely for 
sporting of mine uses. . 

Premier Asquith’s pronouncement 
was made in an, after-dinner speech 
before the Reform Club at Manches- 
ter. It was in this same city on « 
similar occasion that Sir Edward Car- 
son's overtures were made, so that it 
would appear that the negotiations 
for a settlement of the Irish contro- 
versy were taking the course of in- 
formal public debate. 

Premier Asquith sald he was sure 
Sir Edward Carson must agree that 
the statement that there could be no 
settlement worthy of the name that 
would be humiliating or degrading to 
those for whom Sir Edward spoke, 
should apply to all sections of the 
rish people. 

PROMPT ACTION NEEDED. 

On the second point Mr. A 

said he supposed Sir Edward venned 
to what formerly was called “home 
rule all afound.”. Ireland’s case, he 
added, was a case of urgency and 
must come first. It could not be de- 
layed until the government had gone 
through the complicated process of 
adapting the principle of home rule 
to all the different parts of the United 
Kingdom. 

The Premier said he agreed that 
there must be no ultimate separation 
of Ireland from Great Britain. 
real and effective authority, supreme 
and unquestionable, he said, must be 
retained by the imperial Parliament. 

In concluding his speech, Premier 
Asquith said: 

“I am hopeful that discuasion free- 
ly and frankly carried out on the 
lines I Indicated at Ladybank and on 
the lines Sir Edward Carson indicat- 
ed, may lead to a cessation of the 
long-embittered controversy and a 
settiement which will command the 
consent and good will of all parties 
concerned.

ARMY'S POSITION.

Before I left the jail Larson asked 
me to visit him the following day at 
2 o'clock. I was on hand a few min- 
utes before that time and found Lar- 
60n talking with Pastor Sorenson of 
the Bethlehem Lutheran Church. He 
talked with the prisoner in the 
Norwegian tongue for over an hour; 
while a deputy watched. Capt. Gal- 
lagher had unearthed a pilot to smug- 
gle poison to Larson and had in- 
structed his men to watch the con- 
demned man and his visitors. 

Larson sobbed most of the time he 
was talking with Rev. Mr. Sorenson. 
When he left I walked over to Lar- 
son and he gave me a hearty hand- 
shake. 

“Have you considered what I spoke 
of to you yesterday?” I asked. 

He looked at me, his eyes filled with 
tears, and made no reply. I waited 
for him to regain his composure. 


STILL HOLDS BACK. 


All the time I endeavored to im- 
press upon him the fact that he stood 
a far better chance of having his 
death sentence commuted to life im- 
prisonment if he “played fair with 
himself, his God and the people.” He 
always answered this plea with a 
vigorous “You're right on that ques- 
tion; I know it.” Several times he 
appeared about to unbosom himself, 
but he still evaded direct replies to 
my repeated questions. 

I repeatedly told him that he stood 
a very slim chance of getting a new 
trial and if he did it wouldn’t do 
him any good; that the evidence was 
too strong against him and he knew 
deep down that he didn’t have an 


iota of evidence to combat it. He 
admitted this, but said: “I don’t want 
to say anything until I see my attor- 
ney. I will tell you first and wait 
until I see him. He is working on 
something this afternoon and please 
wait until I talk with him.” I said, 
“you know he can't find any evidence 
that a jury would listen to, so what's 
the use of waiting for him? You 
take my advice and confess and then 
make your fight for life and not for 
a new trial, which will probably never 
come.” He listened attentively and 
would let me talk for minutes with- 
out saying a word. 

I gave him statistics showing the 
number of murderers who had saved 
their necks by confessing or in some 
way trying to atone. I mentioned the 
Figueroa case of the “tiger man,” and 
he asked all about it.. I mentioned 
the Cook case and many others with 
which I have come in contact in my 
reportorial work. 

At this point his attorney called to 
see Larson. I told Fisher what we 
had talked about and he said, “T’ve 
told Larson a dozen times to confess, 
haven’t I, Larson?” Larson said: 
“Mr. Fisher has told me just what 
you have told me.” Before I left Lar- 
son said, “Come around again tomor- 
row, I may have something to say.” 
I told him I'd be there at 2 o'clock. 

Yesterday shortly before 2 o'clock 
I received a telephone message from 
Capt. Gallagher stating that Larson 
wanted to see me. I found him locked 
in one of the big cells with Deputy 


Sheriff Joe Sepulveda on watch. Lar- 
son busy writing. He got up, shook

Los Angeles is being drafted I} be 
City Attorney Stephens that not only 
will be approved by the City Council, 
but will be accepted by the power 
com panies. 

This definite statement of fact is 
based upon the successful termina- 
tion of megotiations between the City 
Attorney and counsel and officials of 
the power companies. The contract 
will be submitted to the Public Serv- 
ice Committee of the Council] Monday 
and is expected to be approved not 
only by that body, but by the Coun- 
ceil during the early days of next 


week. 
the follow- 


The contract 

(1.) The city to lease the distrib- 
Uting systems of the power com- 
panies for a period of five years. 

(2.) The power companies to sell 
to the city at the end of that time 
at a price to be determined by an ap- 
praisement of the State Railroad 
Commission. 

(3.) The city and power com- 
panies to supervise the operation of 
the municipal distribution system un- 
der the direction of a board of con- 
trol composed of three members 
named by the city, three named by 
the companies. 

The terms of the proposed lease are 


panies and the Council upon a basis 
that will be reached under the con- 
ditions of agreement in the contract. 
It is proposed to have the city make 
all extensions to the power systems, 
to unify the service and to make all 
preparations to take over the entire 
system at the end of the leasing 


period. 

During the same leasing period, it 
is expected that the power companies 
will make all preparations to extend 
their service outside of the city, so 
that upon the advent of municipal 
ownership of the electrical system, 
the power companies will have pro- 
vided a market for their power. 

The distribution system to be 
operated under joint control is for all 
electric energy within

DIFFICULTIES OVERCOME. 

“T am now engaged in drafting a 

tentative contract which I believe will

TRADE OF PORT INCREASING, 


Business at the Office of Collector 
of Customs Shows Marked Advance 
Over a Year Ago. 

A statement of the business trans- 
acted at the office of the Collector of 
Customs for the eleven months of 
1913 as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1912, indicates an 
increase of $80,967.64. The receipts 
for the eleven months closing Decem- 
ber 1, 1912, were $651,800.08, and for 
the same period ending December 1, 
1913, they were $732,767.72. 

The figures in detail indicate the’ 
constant growth of the importance of 
the local port and the acknowledged 
fact that with the opening of the 
Parama Canal there will. be a still 
further addition to the volume of the 
business transacted here. The adding 
of San Diego, Tia Juana, Calexico 
and Campo to the local collection dis- 
trict, by a recent order of the United 
States Treasury Department will have 
the effect of placing Los Angeles 
among the really great customs dis- 
tricts of the country. 

The increase in the amount of du- 
tiles collected is not the only bar- 
ometer indicating the growth of the 
foreign trade handled here, for under 
the new tariff law the additions to 
the free list are large, and the in- 
voices show that the bulk of goods 
handled ts already larger than ever 
before in the history of this city.

Pelletier belongs to one of the best- 
known families of New Orleans, at 
one time was employed on the New 
York-Bermuda steamship line. [le is 
a master of nine languages, and has 
traveled all over the world. It is 
charged by the Federal authorities 
that Pelletier is wanted in New York 
on account of a shooting affair, be- 
lieved to be the Becker case, which 
resulted itn the death Sentence on 
that member of the New York police 
force, but which is yet In the courts. 

Johnson secured a divorce 
from her husband, and while she Was 
waiting for the interlocutory decree 
to become final, she became acquaint- 
ed with Pelletier. It is alleged that 
after living with the woman a week, 
he deserted her, taking all of her 
money, and leaving her unprovided 
for. 

Pelletier will be held awaiting ad- 
vices from New York, and if he is 
not wanted there will be taken to 
Tucson for trial on the white slave 
charge.

CALIFORNIA GOLD DEPOSITS. | 
Few mining regions in California have 
attracted so much general attention and 
held it for so long a time as the Klamath 


Mountains of Siskiyou and Trinity coun- 
ties in the northeastern part of the State. 
The placers along Trinity and Klamath 
rivers were developed early in the gold 
rush and have been worked with varying 
energy to the present time. The La Grange 
mine, which is one of the largest hydraulic 
pPlacers in the world, is now in the height 
of its activity, says the United States Geo- 
logical Survey. 

The outlook for future placer mining In 
this region is encouraging. The success of 
the La Grange mine consists in the eco- 
nomical treatment on a large scale of rela- 
tively low-grade gravel. The sutcess of 
the dredging at Trinity Center and of the 
placers north of Lewiston gives confidence 
to those who are attempting larger devel- 
opments at the mouth of Eastman Gulch 
and at the bend of Trinity River above 
Lewiston, and the region may well be re- 
garded as worthy of investigation by capt- 
talists interested in dredging and hydraulic 
mining. 

Gold was first discovered in the Weaver- 
ville quadrangle in 1848, In the fall of that 
year $60,000 worth was taken from the bed 
of Clear Creek. It is impossible to make 
any close estimate of the amount of gold 
yroduced from the lode mines in the quad- 
rangle, but it is believed that the total is 
in excess of $15,000,000. 

In certain of the deposits of the region 
practically all the gold is contained in small 
scattered pockets near the surface. One 
of these pockets yielded as much as $45,- 
000 in a distance of forty-four feet; from 
another a single plate of gol4 weighing 100 
ounces is said to have been obtained. The 
pecullar pocket deposits have given rise to

SAN PEDRO, Dec. 5.—Alone fn an 

open boat, with only one oar, blown 
far out to sea, (ius Gustafson, 66 years 
old, was six days without food or 
water. When rescued today by Roy 
Staples and Percy Neale, in the launch 
Ramona, the old man was delirious. 
It was found that for two days Gus- 
tafson, crazed by thirst, had been 
drinking salt water. Not the least re- 
markable feature of the adventure is 
that now, in the County Hospital, 
Gustafson is on the high road to re- 
covery. 
' Gus went out craw fishing last Sat- 
urday morning alone. When some dis- 
tance from the harbor a northeast 
wind that developed into a gale sprang 
up and carried the little boat far out 
to sea. One oar was lost and the man 
was able to keep his boat head onto 
the storm with the other oar and a 
piece of board. All that night he 
struggled to keep his boat afloat. 
From that time on his memory of 
what occurred is vague. 

Early this morning Staples and 
Neale left Avalon in the Ramona. At 
about 7:30 they saw something on 
the water and after a debate they de- 
cided to investigate. It was Gustaf- 
son. When they pulled him into the 
launch he cried “salt water,” and 
then commenced to rave about Christ- 
mas. Later he ate an apple and be- 
came rational. On landing here he 
was taken to the County Hospital and 
it is now believed that he will soon 


be well. 
TWO STORMS. 


The Santa Catalina, from New York 
by way of the Straits of Magellan, 
arrived too late yesterday to pass the 
customhouse, and was not able to 
reach her berth at the Pacific Wharf 
and Storage Company’s wharf until 8 
o'clock this morning. Capt. J. F. Rose 


| reported a good voyage with the ex- 


ception of two storms encountered, 
and a brisk north wind. 

The ship was forty-three days en 
route and made one stop, at Santos, 
for coffee.

Thomas Carter, al- 
though born in London, is an Amert- 
ean citizen, and to show his independ- 
ence, refuses to speak English, hav- 
ing invented a fine language of his 
own. On the way from New York 
Mr. Carter learned to walk, something 
that very few people have ever 
learned, on the open sea. W. W. Car- 
ter is the chief engineer of the Santa 
Catalina and brought his wife and 
child with him from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific Coast. The sailors believe 
that the passengers are mascots. | 

The Santa Catalina is a sister ship 
of the Santa Clara, nd is the second 
Americn ship to bring cargo direct 
from New York to Los Angeles. On 
this, her maiden voyage, she made an 
average speed of 12.5 knots, and her 
best was 13.5 knots. The ships belong 
to the Atlantic and Pacific Steamship 
Company and with the Santa Cruz 
and Santa Cecelia, will make regular 
trips to and from the east and west 
coasts by way of the Strait of Ma- 
gellan until the Panama Canal is open 
to traffic. The fleet will then pass 
through the canal, saving more than 
15,000 miles on a round trip and be- 
ing able to make twice as many Voy-

To remove the fat from broth or 
soup intended for a delicate stomach, 
it is not necessary, to allow it to be- 
come cold as is usually done.  In- 
stead place a fine wire sieve on ice, 
until it is thoroughly chilled, and 
pour the liquid through this. If the 
liquid is partially cooled, the fat will 
solidify on the cold wire, and the 
broth will be ready for immediate 
use.—A. L., Denver, Colo. 


When hot cloths are necessary in 
time of illness, a colander is a labor- 
saving device.. Place the colander 
with the hot cloths over a kettle that 
is half full of boiling water. Cover 
colander closely and keep the kettle 
on the back of range.

Country ‘owns throughout the 
great Southwest end seaside resorts think 
nothing of constructing grammar schools 
costing $15,000, and high schools of one 
kind and another costing $250,000 each. 
The State of California is now engaged in 
the construction of a brain plant, otherwise 
called a norma! school, in a series of artis- 
tic buildings in the city of Los Angeles 
which it would tax the world to match. 
Later, a boys’ high school will be con- 
structed, and there is talk of them convert- 
ing the old High School up on Fort Hill into 
a college. There is a great deal of criticism 
of the curricula followed in the public 
schools and of the methods of education fol- 
lowed there, and no doubt a good deal of 
this is founded on reason, but the comfort- 
ing thing about it is that these criticisms 
will lead to necessary reforms. The school 
board at Pomona is about to institute an 
educational reform of no mean measure. It 
is the opening of a night school in which 
there have been already enrolled 150 pupils, 
ranging from twenty to fifty years old. One 
of the greatest reforms of recent days is the 
introduction into the schools of Southern 
California of technical courses embracing 
almost all industries. There is room for 
more of this. 


Underground Crops. 
LIMATE is California’s greatest asset, 
but not the only one of the State, nor is 
the climate of today the only climatic influ- 


enee contributing to our prosperity of to- 


day. Ages and aeons ago the California 
suns were heaping up treasures for the bene- 
fit of the people of today. These treasures 
buried beneath the soil may be called the 
underground crops of the State, and petro- 
leum is the largest single contributor to our 
annual wealth at this special time. Through 


the San Francisco customs district in the 


month of October there went exports of pe- 
troleum and its products valued at $1,311,362. 
In gallons it amounted to 47,287,962. An 
Tnelish capitalist has just returned to San 
Francisco with the announcement that there 
will be invested in California petroleum in- 
custry about $75,000,000 of British capital. 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels is urging the 
Federal government of the United States 
to enter at once on the development of the 
government's oil fields in California, the 
erection of refining plants and depots by our 
harbors in order to supply the American 
navy with oil fuel upon the opening of the 
Panama Canal. No doubt the English gov- 
ernment smiles upon the investment of so 
nuch British capital in the California petro- 
leum industry with the idea of availing itself 
of a large part of the product for fuel for 
the warships of that country. 


Clay Products. 3 

GOVERNMENT report covering th 

year 1909 has been issued at Washington 
showing the amount of wealth dug from the 
clays of the country and turned into manu- 
factured products. There were then 5037 
establishments engaged in the industry giv- 
ing employment to an average number of 
146,786 persons and paying out in wages and 
salaries $78,144,116. The director of the 
census estimates the value of the manufac- 
tured products at $168,895,365. The capital 
invested in this industry amounted to $316,- 


022,470. This is a pointer to the people of | 


all of California south of San Francisco 
‘more than to those living in many other 
parts of the country. Semi-tropical regions 
from Jerusalem to Los Angeles are all com- 
paratively lacking in forests. Tropical 
countries are a jungle of vegetable growth, 
and in arctic ~egions everywhere, or nearly 
so, great forests of trees of the conifer spe- 
cles grow abundantiy. This explains why 
the Moors in Spain und those at home in 


| North Africa, following the people of Italy 
and those of Greece, turn to the earth for 
building material. 


Athens was almost 
purely a stone city, and so is Rome, ancient 
and modern. Spanish colonists brought this 
art of building to Mexico and California, but 
the American invasion turned the country 
largely to wooden structures, built of timber 
brought from distant regions of the earth. 
Our woodlands are becoming depleted and 
we must return to the wisdom of other ages 
and get our building material from the earth. 
The Pantheon at Rome was built 2000 years 
ago. Its roof is like a soup plate turned 
upside down, is 140 feet in diametér, with 
a hole of forty feet in the middie. This 
roof is constructed of unreinforced cement 
and has withstood the ravages of time and 
all the earthquakes of the Eternal City, ex- 
isting today in almost a flawless condition. 
The Colosseum was built about the same 
time and the bricks of which it is con- 
structed are perfect today. This material, 
as well as finer clay, for the making of por- 
celain, abounds everywhere throughout 
Southern and Central California. A struc- 
ture built of this material is altogether an 
addition to our local wealth, every dollar 
spent upon it remaining at home to finance 
another building, and so on, constituting a 
perfect example of financial perpetual mo- 
tion. 


Still Another Industry. 

T HAS been a well-known fact for half a 

century that tobacco of the finest varie- 
ties might be produced in California. The 
soil and sun are admirable for these crops. 
But it was difficult to cure the leaf here be- 
cause of the dryness of the climate. Vir- 
ginia tobacco growers cure their raw leaf 
under a kind of open shed with a roof which 
does not permit of the drying tp of the air 
inside and heavy night dews keep the leaf 
moist while curing. It has appeared to 
many students of our industries as if some 
region of the State might be found with a 
climate sufficiently damp to cure tobacco 
leaf perfectly. It is reported that the to 
bacco growers of Dinuba have been shipping 
their leaf East to cure it. In contradistinc- 
tion to this policy it seems that expert 
growers of Turkish tobacco have been ex- 
perimenting with the leaf near Los Ange- 
les and have succeeded not only in growing 
the plant successfully, but also in curing it 
perfectly. The people of the city of Los 
Angeles are reputed to spend $5,000,000 a 
year on Turkish tobacco. The cured leaf 
sells in this market at 50 cents a pound. 
The Armenians who have been experiment- 
ing here have gathered 600 pounds of cured 
leaf per acre, and this is worth $250. It isa 
costly crop to cultivate, the cost running as 
high as $100 an acre. . There are said to be 
10,000 Turks in California skilled in to- 
bacco growing, and they are preparing to 
produce for next year a crop worth 
$1,000,000. 


This Beats the Devil. 

OMEBODY, years ago, introduced into 

the Great Southwest a grass called after 
the place of its origin, Bermvda. Like John- 
son grass it was said to be an excellent fod- 
der plant, but like the Johnson grass it be- 
lied the good reputation under which it was 
introduced. It makes life a burden to farm- 
ers in the country and housekeepers in the 
city who would have a fine lawn. So mis- 
chievous has Bermuda grass proved to be 
that the original name of it has been gen- 
erally forgotten and it now goes under the 
sobriquet of “devil grass.” There is no way 
to beat this vegetable nuisance. It comes 
in the water with which the lawns are 
sprinkled and kills every other kind of lawn 
grass yet discovered. At Mesa, near Phoe- 
nix, Ariz., land spoiled by the Bermuda 
grass is being reclaimed in a simple and 
profitable manner. The farmers have planted 
Egyptian cotton and this has completely de- 
stroyed the Bermuda grass, root and 
branch. As the devil grass is not worth any- 
thing and the Egyptian cotton grows to the 
extent of a bale an acre, or 550 pounds worth 
20 cents a pound, there is no irreverance 
nor mistake in saying that this of cot- 
ton beats the devil and his grass. 


A Conservation Mistake. 
ENATOR PITTMAN of Nevada, chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Territories, 
recentiy discussing Alaska coal fields before 
the Mississippi Society at Washington, de- 
clared that at the regular session Congress 


would authorize the building of a govern- 


mentowned railroad to tap the Alaska coal | 


lelds. Senator Pittman declared that, or- 
dinarily, he would oppose government own- 
ership of railroads for the reason that “it is 
a dangerous political power in our form of 
government,” but that in the case of Alaska 
such a course was necessary and that it 
would “increase the production of gold, open 
homesteads for our people and open up coal 
fields under proper protection to break down 
the coal monopoly and insure the power and 
efficiency of the navy.” On the heels of this 
report, coming in the daly news of the 
papers, follows a story of the dismantling 
and shipping back to Seattle of a privately- 
built railroad in Alaska constructed years 
ago at heavy expense and rendered useless 
because of the miserable, obstinate policy 
of Gifford Pinchot and other theoretical, 
dreamy statesmen, lacking in practical views 
and resulting detrimentally to the interests 
of the government and the people. 


Ship and Car Side by Side. 

XPERTS, business men and property 

holders interested in the Los Angeles 
Harbor were discussing the other day the 
work being done in order to prepare for the 
great business expected to follow closely on 
the opening of the Panama Canal. Among 
those present was John T. Gaffey, heavily 
interested in San Pedro, who asked if it 
were not proper that a railroad track should 
be constructed along the wharf between the 
warehouse and the landing. One of the ex- 
perts replied: “Some engineers do not be- 
lieve that there should be.” They may be 
excellent engineers from the mathematical 
point of view, but surely not practical. The 
whole tendency of modern commerce has 
been and is toward bringing ship and car 
together. It saves the expense of rehandling 
and hauling and perhaps a larger item of 
expense in the way of waste through break- 
ing. In Los Angeles wholesalers have been 
for years giving up elaborate plants to es- 
tablish new ones on a railroad track so that 
goods may be received directly from the 
cars into the warehouse and shipped out 
again without hauling. It seems there 
shovld be no doubt that a railroad track 
should be constructed along the wharves at 
the harbor. 


For the Use of the Navy. | 
S ECRETARY DANIELS is proving him- 
self ably practical in his Cabinet posi- 


tion. He has under him men of eminently 


practical views. One of the things urged by 


the Navy Department is the construction of 
a coal depot at San Francisco capable of 
holding 300,000 tons to meet the fuel de- 
mands of the navy after the Panama Canal 
is opened. These coal bins are to be placed 
below the water level of San Francisco Bay, 
for two reasons—to prevent the destruction 
of the coal by fire and to prevent the seiz- 
ing of the coal by an enemy if one should 
ever get with its warships inside of the 
Golden Gate, a supposition hardly likely to 
be realized, but the Secretary of the Navy 
demonstrates his practical wisdom by tak- 
ing no chances. 


Growth of Standard Oil. 


T HE Standard Oil Company is busily en- 
gaged in running a double pipe line six 
inches in diameter, twenty-three miles long 
from Northam, near Fullerton, to El Se 
gundo by the sea. It will enable the com- 
pany to handle about 35,000 barrels of oll g 
day. One well brought in about three weeks 
ago in this field is flowing 10,000 barrels a 


day, the total production from the well in a 


few weeks being about 200,000 barrels, 
worth in the field something like $175,000. 
The company’s total production in California 
is said to exceed 50,000 barrels a day. 


Up-to-date Garbage Plant. 

HE contractor who has secured a con- 

tract to take care of the garbage of the 
city of Los Angeles for the next ten years 
has leased a site for his enterprise. It is 
on Lenard street between the Santa Fe and 
Salt Lake Railroads, down near the river, 
and includes about four acres of land. The 
new reducing plant is estimated to cost 
about $400,000 in six Class A buildings.

The common towel 
has also been banished by Dr. Blue from 
these cors, boats and stations. He has 
placed all of this new work pertaining to 
interstate sanitation in charge of Dr. W. C. 
Rucker, assistant surgeon-general of the 


purity signed by the health authorities of 


a Kentucky horse 
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bureau, who commands the lately strength- 
ened interstate quarantine against infected 
persons and things in transit. 

An example of the resourcefulness of Dr. 
Blue’s staff of officers was shown lately in 
the West, where for years medical science 
has been baffled by the problem of eradicat- 
ing the deadly Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever—a disease unknown outside the United 
States. The malady was traced to wood 
ticks, which fill all of the landscape of the 
stricken regions, and which also inhabit the 
cattle and gophers. Surgeon L. D. Fricks, 
having been dispatched to the spotied-fever 
territory, noted certain spots curiously free 
from the infection, and carefully checked 
off all characteristics in common with the 
surrounding diseased region. The result 
was that the only item that did not cancel 
on both sides was sheep, found in the dis- 
ease-free, but not the disease-ravaged sec- 
tion. So Dr. Fricks examined all the sheep 
he could discover, and found their wool 


flocks of sheep and grazed them in infected 
regions, all of whose ticks appeared to fly to 
them, become entangled in their long wool, 
and die before reaching their hides. From 
regions where this has been done the 
spotted fever has been eradicated. 


Diseases That are Pass'ng, 


The dread bubonic plague that has lately 
terrifiea our Pacific Coast has now been 
driven out of California so completely that 
Dr. Blue hopes to withdraw his forces from 
here at the beginning of the coming sum- 
mer. Similarly the hookworm disease is 
being eradicated from the South by Prof. C. 
W. Stites of the public-health service, who 
is teaching the ravaged neighborhoods the 
proper sanitary measures. Prof. Stites is 
the discoverer of hookworm, which he has 
named Necator Americanus, or the Ameri: 


can murderer. ; 


In the infected regions people are 
being taught to avoid common wash basin; 
and towels—the general avoidance of pro- 
miscuity. ; 

The thoroughness of the Public Healt) 
Bureau in fighting grave epidemics is best 
accentuated by the fact that it has allowed 
no cases of yellow fever to appear upon 
our soil since 1905, when, for the first time 
in our history, it was stamped out before 
Jack Frost had his annual opportunity to 
kill the year’s crop of yellow-fever mos- 
quitoes. 

One of Uncle Sam’s most active agencies 
working directly for the prolongation of 
our lives is the hygienic laboratory of the 
public-health service. This is the most 
modern and complete workshop of the kind 
in the world. It is directed by Dr. John F.

- To stamp out typhoid fever, Dr, Blue has

From Our Own Corresponden 


ASHINGTON (D.C.)—By the time 
W this letter is published ex-President 

Roosevelt will be about starting 
upon his expedition into the tropical int 
rior of South America. He will have al- 
ready visited the civilized sections of the 
three greatest countries of our sister con- 
tinent, and will have delivered addresses 
in Argentina, Chile and Brazil. He will 
have traveled over the vast coffee planta- 
tions about Sao Paulo, will have ridden 
with the gauchos or cowboys over the pam- 
pas of Argentina, and will have hunted the 
wild American ostriches in the desert of 
Patagonia. He will have climbed the 
Andes, have crossed over into the pro- 
gressive Bull Moose country of Chile, and 
have made his way by rail north and south 
through that shoestring republic. He will 
in short, have seen the best in modern 
progress that South America has to offer, 
and will be ready for that part of the con- 
tinent which today is practically as wild as 
it was when Juan de Solis first made his 
way up the Rio de ia Plata, and when 
Pinzon discovered the mouth of the Ama- 
zon. 

South Almerica has the greatest river 
basins on earth, and it is in the basins of 
the two largest of them that Mr. Roosevelt 
is to travel. The whole eastern and cen- 
tral half of the continent is.composed of 
enormous river valleys and plains and 
plateaus. The Orinoco River, beginning in 
Venezuela, is longer than from New York 
to Omaha. It flows north and its head 
waters are in Brazil so near those of the 
Rio Negro that you can carry a canoe 
across from one stream to the other, and 
starting in at the Caribbean Sea, cross 
Venezuela and Brazil and come out into 
the Atlantic Ocean. The Rio Negro en- 
ters the Amazon a thousand miles from its 
mouth. It flows in just below the city of 
Manaos, and its black waters may there 
be seen moving along side by side with 
the yellow waters of the Amazon. They 
flow together for some miles before they 
mix, and then the black disappears. It is 
now fifteen years since*l went a thousand 
miles up the Amazon -and entered the 
mouth of the Rio Negro. The latter is an 
immense stream, and at its mouth it seems 
as large as the Amazon itself. 

There are high bluffs lining the banks 
and a little farther up the stream is a suc- 
cession of lakes, some of which are from 
twenty to thirty miles wide. The waters 
of the Rio Negro are as black as your hat, 
while those of the Amazon are as yellow as 
those of the muddy Missouri. I remember 
that our steamer cut the joining of the 
waters, so that you could look down over 
one side of the vessel into a stream of 
pitch and on the other into one of pale 
gold. 


It is not far from the mouth of the Rio 
Negro that the Madeira flows into the Ama- 
zon, and one can go up that river during 
the rainy season about as far as from New 
Orleans to St. Louis. This is to the falls 
of San Antonio. By taking a boat around 
the falls he could go into the Beni and Ma- 
more, two of the branches which reach to 
Bolivia, and by a short portage from the 
Mamore get into the Pilcomayo, which flows 
into the Parana system. I have seen the 
Pilcomayo where it enters the Paraguay 
River in the Gran Chaco, some distance 
above the Argentine boundary, and have 
traveled up the Paraguay almost to the 
plateau of Matto Grosso, where rises the 
Tapajos River, another tributary of the 
Amazon, which is about 1200 miles long. I 
passed the mouth of the Tapajos when I 
traveled up the Amazon in 1898. It is 
about 500 miles from Para and about an 


- equal distance from Manaos and the mouth 


of the Rio Negro. 


It has not been reported as yet which of 


these courses Roosevelt will take in mak- 
ing his way from the Parana system to 
that of the Amazon. He might go up the 
Parana and Paraguay and enter the Pilco- 
mayo, but it is more probable that he will 
travel up the Paraguay River to its source 
and thence trek across country and go into 
Tapajos and float down that stream for 
1200 miles into the mighty “Mother of 
Waters.” He can go almost to the source 
of the Tapajos by the Parana system, and 
can reach Cuyaba, Brazil, which is not far 
from there, by steam. That town is just 
about as high above sea levdl as is the 
surface of Lake Superior, and there are 
comfortable steamers which go about 1100 
miles north from Buenos Aires to Asun- 
cion, the capital of Paraguay, and smalier 
boats which run from there on to Cuyaba. 
Above Cuyaba, the Paraguay narrows, but 
it can be navigated by canoes for a distance 
of 150 miles farther. I am told there are 
many rapids, however, and that portage 
will have to be made around some of them. 
The town of Diamantina is not far from 
Cuyaba, and it will probably be at that place 
that the Roosevelt party will cross to the 
headwaters of the Tapajos. 

The Tapajos has a branch, called the 
Arinos, which rises near there. Roosevelt 
and his party will go down the Arinos into 
the Alto-Tapajos and will have to carry 
their boats around the rapids and cataracts 
at Maranhao Grande, after which they can 
get large vessels which will take them 
down the broad and deep stream which 
leads from there into the Amazon at the 
town of Santarem.

extends from there to the ocean. A few 
miles above Santarem is the narrowest part 
of the lower Amazon. This is at the town 
of Obidos. I remember when I went up the 
great river that we were often out of sight 
of land until we reached Obidos, and that 
the channel there narrowed to about a mile. 
The waters below. were peaceful and 
smooth flowing. At Obidos the great 
stream swept through with enormous force, 
and the captain told me the river at that 
point was 240 feet deep. When we stopped 
at Obidos we could not rely upon the ship's 
anchor to hold us, and our boat was tied by 
cables to the trees on the banks. Obidos 
is a rubber settlement, with cacao planta- 
tions nearby. 


I have traveled somewhat in the interior 
of the Amazon Basin and think it is quite 
as interesting as the highlands of Central 
Africa, through which region I went a year 
or so before Roosevelt and his expedition 
landed at Mombasa. I visited the same 
region in that country through which he 
traveled, but I did not have the great reti- 
nue, with mosquito-proof tents and doctors 
and scientists and comforts galore. 

This expedition is to be a scientific one, 
and it will probably add greatly to our 
knowledge of the wilds of South America, 
and to the collection of the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, to which the 
beasts, birds and reptiles captured are to 
be given.

Some of the most interesting features of 
this journey will be the Indian tribes. The 
Gran Chaco, which lies on the western side 
of the River Paraguay, is inhabited al- 
most altogether by savages, some of whom 
are practically unknown to ethnology. ! 
was told that the Indians there often go 
naked from one year’s end to the other, ani 
that those of some tribes pull out all the 
bair on their bodies except that on the head. 
Indeed, it is said that there is one tribe 
which has done this for so many ages that 
it has become natura!ly hairless. Its peo- 
ple can grow hair upon their heads only. I 
doubt this. Another tribe is the Tobas, who 
wear no clothes except when they come in 
the presence of white people. At home, 
they often have a blanket about the waist, 
but they also go about as the sculptors say 
of their models in “the altogether.” 

A recent report from the Brazilian rub- 
ber region states that some of the Indians 
there are cannibals, and there are branches 
of the Amazon upon which the famous head 
hunters live. The latter Indians are not at 
all like the head hunters of Formosa and 
Borneo, and such of our savages who in- 
habit the northern part of the Philippine 
Islands. They are of a copper color, and 
,>have Indian features. They have a way of 


curing the heads which preserves them 
forever. The bones of the head are taken 
out and the skin then so shaped with the 
hand that it retains its features in life. It 
is dried and baked, and after this it is, so 
they claim, practically indestructible. I 
saw one of these heads in Panama City 
only two years ago, and I was offered one 
for $100 Mexican during my travels in 
South America in 1898. 

There are other Indians in Brazil who 
wear plugs as big around as the bottom of 
a tumbler in the lobes of the ears and in 
the skin of the lower lip, which are gradu- 
ally stretched for that purpose. Only a 
small hole is made at first and a stem of 
grass or wood is inserted. Larger pieces of 
wood are put in from time to time until 
the skin and the holes grow into these hor- 
rible deformities. This tribe is known as 
the Botacudo. 


The Indians of eastern South America 
are altogether different from those of the 
Andes. Their civilization at the time 
‘America. was discovered compared with 
that of the Incas as the civilization 
of darkest Africa compares with that 
of the United States now. The Incas, 
after centuries of oppression and practical 
Slavery, have degenerated into hewers of 
wood and drawers of water. The Indians 
of the Amazon and the Parana have re- 
mained stationary, and the most of the 
tribes are not much more advanced in this 
year 1913 than they were in 1498, when the 
South American continent was discovered.

That is supposed 
to have been the throne room; upon the 
platform the throne of the King probably 
stood. 

There was a sacred. street in Babylon 
that led from the palace to the temple. 
Along it the images of the gods were car- 
ried in procession in time of festival. The 
palace gateway that led to the street, 
known as the Ishtar gate, is most impos- 
ing, and gives the spectator a good idea of 
how Babylon must have looked in its glory. 
Whatever its original height may have 
been, it still stands forty feet above the 
street. 

Its six square towers of burned brick 
measure twelve feet each way, and on all 
their sides, one above another, there are 


The re- 
liefs are of brick, glazed blue and yellow 
and white, and the coloring is as fresh as 
it ever was. Each brick of the relief was 
[glazed separately, and so accurately that 
when it was placed in the wall it formed a 
part of the perfect picture.

When the frequency cf the Aurora in the 
polar regions is referred to, the expression 
should not be taken too literally, writes IF. 
C. Selous in the December Strand. On 
the contrary, Auroras, I believe, are far less 


numerous in the polar region proper than 
farther to the south. 


It was one night about the middle of 
September that I beheld a truly magnifi- 
cent display of the Aurora’ Borealis. 
Across the inky blackness of the northern 
sky a great arc of pure white light was sud- 


denly stretched, which lit up the snow- 
covered mountains around our camp just 
as if we had suddenly attracted the very 
active attention of a gigantic searchlight. 

From the main body of this glorious 
sheet of flame great darts and streamers 
constantly shot shivering and shimmering 
through the sky, now opening out into 
broad white lanes of light, and again nar- 
rowing until swallowed up once more by 
the envious darkness cf the surrounding 
sky, 

Never for a_ single instant were these 
wonderful polar lights still; they con- 
stantly spread and contracted in ever-vary- 
ing waves and tongues of light, until they 
finally died out, and the stars once more 
shone brightly in the clear sky. The 
effect was, indeed, amazing and awing in 
the extreme. =

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Giving the Ballot to Porto Ricans. 


By William Atherton DuPuy. 


MARKED PROGRESS. 
HE ballot and with it all: that is im- 
plied by full-fledged American citi- 
zenship, is about to be given to the 
natives of Porto Rico, where tragedy has 
stalked through centuries in a land of sun- 
shine, where famine has been constantly 
abroad despite the wealth of productiveness 
that required but an invitation to the soil, 
where the shadow of the hand of tyranny 
has brought gloom to the descendants of 
a race planted here in the time of its world 
dominance. 

The United States as foster-parent of 
this much-abused waif of the mid-Atlantic 
has devoted a decade and a half to the 
training of its people. Now, judging from 
the declared intentions of the administra- 
tion, the. boon of citizens ip is to be ex- 
tended. Here more than a million Latins 
are going to try out those governmental 
methods that have been so successful in 
the hands of their sterner neighbors. 

In the meantime, much has been done in 
preparation in those fifteen years. For 
Uncle Sam has waved his magic wand here 
and there has been a transformation. Idle 
lands have been developed into fertile 
fields. The markets of the United States 
have been opened wide to the produce of 
the little island garden and a commerce 
ten times as great as ever known before 
has resulted. The good surgeons of the 
American army have ass:fled the disease 
demon that was throttling the whole peo- 
ple and a rejuvenated race has resulted. 
The word has gone forth to the occupant 
‘of the lonely cabin on the hillside to raise 
his head and look the whole world in the 
face as a destiny-defying man of the west 
should, and the message is being heard. 


Densest American Population. 


These good things are coming +o that 
portion of the soil of the United States 
that contains the densest popuiation of 
them all. Porto Rico, territory of Uncle 
Sam since 1898% has a population of 310 
people to the square mile. With the single 
exception of small areas of mill towns of 
New England there are no otaer America 
communities so densely populated. In the 
little island there are 1,120,000 people. It 
is more densely populated than is France 
with 188 people to the square mile, Ger- 
many with 280, or China with -266. Its 
population is abont equal in density with 
that of Japan with 311 to the mile and a 
Tittle less than that of England, Scotiand 
and Ireland with 346. 

This more than a millicn people for whom 
the United Stctes has assumed responsibil- 
ity is huddled together on an island that 
is but a hundred miles long and forty miles 
wide. In square miles that island is less 
than half the size of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. Yet its population is about equal 
to that of Alaska, Arizona, Wew Mexico, 
Nevada, Wyoming and the District of Co- 
lumbia combined. It is fairly aswarm with 
human beings. Numerically, it is of much 
greater weight than vast expanses of our 
native soil that are reckoned as of huge 
importance in making up a nation. 

This population {gs different from that of 
the densely-inhabited parts of continental 
(nited States in that it is distributed 
mostly throughout the country districts. 
Only one-fourth of the people live in the 
towns, while three-fourths reside on the 
iand and depend upon agriculture for a 
livelihood—a condition that makes it all 
the more readily possible to turn all these 
people into producers of wealth, 


Origin of These Americans. 


Since the residents of the West Indies 
have become a part and parcel of the citi- 
zenship that goes to make up the compos- 
ite American, it is interesting to notice tite 
strains of blood that flow in their veins. 
Those who were born under the flag .-k 
what manner of man is this typical Amert- 
can-Porto Rican. | 

Probably the current ideais that the old 
Carib blood that was native to the island 
still courses in the veins of the pres- 
ent residents, This is true to . but 
a limited extent. It was Ponce de 
Leon who first brought a Spanish 
force to the island and conquered 


1508 and the island was made a Spanish 
colony before any settlement was ever 
planted in continental United States. This 
adventurer explorer had been a sailor be- 
fore the mast with Christopher Columbus 
and with the great discoverer had anchored 


in Porto Rican waters in 1493, when Euro 


peans paid their second visit to the land 
of the west. It was in Porto Rico also that 
Ponce de Leon got his inspiration for his 
search for the fountain of youth which led 
to the discovery of Florida, and the settle- 
ment at St. Augustine, the first on the 
American mainiand. ft was from this 
island also that Cortez and his command of 
adventurers set out to conquer Mexico dnd 
wrote the most romantic and dramatic 
chapter in the history of the New World. 
At the time of this first occupation by 
the Spanish there were various reports of 
the number of inhabitants. The popula- 
tion was dense and estimations were given 
ranging from 100,000 to 600,000. The 
Spaniards were in search of gold and the 
natives had shown them nuggets. The 
Caribs were enslaved and drived to the 
search of the precious metal. Not much of 
it was found and vengeance for the dis- 
appointment was visited upon the natives. 
Here is a dark page in the history of Porto 
Rico which is not recorded. There is but 
the report of the men who visited the land 
fifty years later, one of whom estimates 
the total population at 60,000 and an- 
other who states that there were not 


a hundred Caribs left on the islands. 
Pretty certain it is that the Span- 
iards came nearer ecxterminating the 


native race during the first five decades, 
and that there is not much Carib blood in 
the present inhabitants. It is probably as 
well that the detail of that fifty years is 
not written. 

These first settlers of Porto Rico were 
adventurers seeking wealth. Soon the 
fleets of Spain became mos: frequent. in 
their voyages to the west. All of these 
made their first stop in the new world at 
Porto Rico. Always there. were hordes of 
etowaways hoping for wealth, and these 
were put ashore on the island. From the 
fleet there were a great number of desert- 
ers. Criminals sentenced to the Porto 
Rican galleys ended their lives there and 
their blood entered the whole. The strong 
military garrison that was kept in the 
island for centuries contributed its part to 
the people. Blue-blooded Spanish grandees 
settled there on large estates. The sons of 
Spanish office holders remained and reared 
families. 

So it came to pass that the Porto Rican 
of today is almost entirely of Spanish de- 
scent. The great mass of them are of the 
old adventurous blood, the rabble of gold 
seekers and ne’er-do-wells that cast their 
lot into the west, but slightly diluted on 
one side by the blood of the Spanish ruling 
class and on the other by the Carib. Aside 
from which there is one-third of the whole 
which is blood of the black from Africa, 
the descendants of which live around the 
coast and devote themselves largely to the 
cultivation of the cane. | 


What Uncle Sam Found. 


But Uncle Sam found no swashbuckling 
adventurers cavorting abour the island 
when he took possession of Porto Rico. 
The descendants of the early adventurers 
were found huddled on the hillsides, large 
families in single-rroomed shacks which 
contained not a single. piece of furniture. 
One or two cheap pieces of cloth hid their 
nakedness. They were a people without 
shoes, without domestic animals, squatters 
on other men’s lands. Improper and in- 
sufficient food and unsanitary living had 
undermined their physiques. Centuries of 
oppression had broken their spirits. They 
saw visions of no condition that was differ- 
ent from that to which they had been born. 
A great inaction seemed to have settled 
down upon them. They were lost to the 
progress of the world. : 

Aside from that inaction that comes tabs 
a hopeless pover*y and insufficient nour- 
ishment there was a great plague that per- 
ennially stalked about the land and palsied 
the inhabitants, though they knew it not. 
This invisible specter with which even 


its | the scientists of the progressive nations 


ies of the men of the soil until their steps 
lagged, their energy was all gone and they 
could but sit in the sun as the years passed 
and call down upon themselves the verdict 
of habitual laziness. 

But a young surgeon of the army, Maj. 
Bailey K. Ashford, by name, discovered 
that the soil of the land harbored a micro- 
scopic creature that was soon to be found 
throughout the southern States of America 


and which later came to be known as the 


hookworm, and which had been casting the 
same pall of inaction over the poor whites 
of that region. Since <910, 190,000 suffer- 
ers of this disease have been treated and 
60,000 have been pronounced cured. 

These were the masses. Above them 
was the governing class, a few thousand 
men who had stood for the regime of old 
Spain, had been made prosperous through 
office holding or had gained much land 
through grants. These men had the Span- 
ish viewpoint in governmental affairs. This 
view as demonstrated in scores of commu- 
nities where the Spanish hand has been 
shown, is the exploitation of the masses for 
the benefit of the governing class. The 
welfare of the masses is never considered 
as against the enrichment of the few. 

Even the ruling class in Porto Rico was 
comparatively without ambition. The in- 
dividual who owned some thousands of 
acres of land and lived in one of the towns, 
was contented with $2000 or $3000 a year 
as an income. He did nothing toward de- 
veloping his estate beyond the yield of this 
amount. The thousands of men who might 


have been productive tenants on his estates | 


were therefore deprived of this opportunity 
of creating wealth. There was the pall of 
an age-long stagnation that had settled 
down upon the island. 


The Problem. 


Yet. the representatives of the United 
States government looked over the brand- 
new possession and saw that the land was 
fa:r, that nature responded. bounteously 
to but-a little labor, that fortune awaited 
the cultivator of large areas, that all that 
might be. grown could. be taken by the 
cheapest sort of transportation to the best 
market in all the world; for the island was 
in the very front door of New York City. 

It was found that the owners of a few 
plantations were making sugar with crude 
machinery. Even. in 1901 but, 70,000 tons 
were produced. -That production has now 
gone up to 400,000 tons. Today the output 
of cigars from Porto Rico is fourteen times 
as great as it was in 1901. The moun- 
tains of Porto Rico have been found to 
produce such coffee as can be grown in 
few localities in the world for high-grade 
coffee is produced only at elevations 
around 2000 feet and cannot be competed 
with by such great competitors as Brazil, 
where it grows in the lowlands. Orange, 
lemon and grape fruit orchards were 
planted and pineapple fields set to work. 
All this sort of produce has been shuttled 
into New York and brings top prices. 


The United States realized that the first 


need of its newly-acquired people was a bit 
of prosperity. It encouraged all the indus- 
tries that promised immediate returns. 
The result is today that Porto Rico has five 
times as much produce on the market as it 
had in 1901, and that five times as much 
money is consequently going to the island 
to pay for that produce. Of this money, 
the individual Porto Rican is getting his 
share. Where wages were 35 cents a day 
in the beginning they are now a dollar. 
The result may be definitely shown by a 
statemient of the fact that:in a iittle more 
than a decade the natives have been trans- 
formed from a barefoot ~— to a shoe- 
wearing people.

Improving Our Daily Bread, | 


Another of Uncle Sam’s offices daily 


working to prolong our lives is the Bureau 
of Chemistry, made famous by Dr. Wiley. 
Its present chief, Dr. C. L. Alsberg, with a 
large corps of chemists and inspectors, is 
forever kept busy at the task of examining 
the conditions under which our food is 
manufactured, transported and sold. Ev- 
erywhere in the open market they are col- 
lecting samples, which are examined for 
adulterants or fraudulent labels. At our 


the putrefactive bacilli forming ferments 
in the intestines of man and causing 
processes which hasten old age. The bac- 
teriologists of the dairy division are grow- 
ing this big bacillus in milk and are pre- 
paring it according to the formula of Metch- 
nikoff. They are also studying the various 
other milk ferments now in vogue and in 
demand at soda fountains, but as yet they 
do not recommend their use for increasing 
longevity. 

What they do regard as a life prolonger, 
or at least a life conserver, is pasteurized 
milk, which they have lately made the sub- 
ject of thorough study. The chief argu- 
ments against pasteurized milk hitherto 
have been that while not souring, it would 
putrefy and then be drunk by innocents 
who, noting no sour flavor, would think it 
good. But these bacteriologists have proved 
that properly pasteurized milk does sour, 
but undergoes no other chemical changes. 
In their opinion many lives would be saved 
in this country annually if all questionable 


towns and cities in methods of fighting dis- 
ease-carrying insects of all sorts have been 
written by Dr. Howard and distributed 
broadcast over the country. 

Educating the Housewife. 


All of these life-prolonging agencies of 
the Federal government thus far mentioned, 
with the exception of the Bureau of Public 
Health, are bureaus of the Department of 
Agriculture. That department, through its 
bureau of publications, is making a fur- 
ther campaign for the longevity of our peo- 
ple by issuing for free distribution through 
in the form of booklets full and running 
holders and housewives. 

The housewife is taught, in one of these, 
how to. guard her /husband and children 
against deadly ptomaines and other food 
poisons by proper arrangement and treat- 
ment of her ice chest, her water cooler and 
her cellar.

Southland Riches. 


THE COMMON PLANTS. 
OURNEYING northward in this State 
residents of the Southland qtickly note 
a change in the plant life of the gardens 

—not so much a change as a lack of variety 
and the gradual elimination of familiar 
plants. One journeys but three or four 
hours before the poinsettia passes from view 
and but a few more until the pepper tree 
gradually fades from the landscape. Even 
this lack of familiar plants has its compen- 
sation, however, for there is seen, in proper 
season, an ever-increasing number of flower- 
ing deciduous shrubs, and when one reaches 
the “bay district” he cannot but note that | 
roses. violets, carnations. and a few other 

common flowers surpass any we grow in the 
south. 


The sights which most interest and as- e 


tonish the tourist are the immense size and 
luxuriance here of plants known to him 
only as feeble pot-plants with which east- 
erners spend much time trying to wheedle 
therefrom a sickly blossom or two. Fuchsias, 
geraniums, heliotropes, etc. here ascend 
two stories or more on the sides of dwell- 
ings. As pot-plants in the colder States 
they seldom grow more than a foot or two 
above the pot and even then under only the 
most favorable conditions with abundant 
care. To find fuchsias thirty feet high with 
a trunk six inches in diameter surely is a 
rare sight, yet the writer has seen such 
plants at several points in Southern Call 
fornia.

A Sagacious Gopher. 


CORRESPONDENT writes to ask how 

to catch a gopher grown gray in the 
service (7) of man and which has been 
caught in a trap 80 many times, escaping 
each time, that it is well versed in the wiles 
of the trapper.

Some very 
ordinary method of trapping, differing but 
little from the way of the past setting of 
traps will catch any gopher. Place the trap 
away down in the hole, leaving a slight ray 
of light to enter about three or four feet 
ahead of the trap and usually the most ex- 
perienced rodent will get caught, as he has 
never before found a trap so far from the 
entrance of the hole.

Transpiration vs. Perspiration.

Prune Street Trees. 


‘TT’ HE present is not the best time in which 

to prune street trees, were the good alone 
of the trees considered. But when all par- 
ties are given a voice, figuratively as well 
as literally, all lower hanging or far out- 
growing branches shovld now be cut away. 
When weighted down by rains and lashed 
about by winds the tree is not alone in dan- 
ger. but all passing pedestrians. Nearly all 
serious breaking down of street trees oc- 
curs during the rainy season. Better trim 
the trees now before wind and rain do it 
or the policeman on the beat jogs your 
memory. 


HE waging of improvement work is de-

RHODE ISLAND BREED. 


[The poultry show of today and the high 
standard of American poultry are due to 
the fancier and breeder more than to any 
other agency. In the early days—and that 
was comparatively a few years ago—these 
lovers of the beautiful combined infor- 
mally and made possible the development 
of the breeding of American poultry. 

In fact, the fancier has been responsible 
to a large degree for the improving of 
breeds, the developing of new types, the 
establishing of a standard of excellence, 
and a widespread study of poultry raising. 
Suggestions are given herewith on how 
to study a poultry show to get the most 
benefit out of it and how to make a profit 
out of breeding. 

Narragatisett Turkeys, the subject of 
-Mr. Graham’s sketch this week, were the 
original of the famous Rhode Island tur- 
key. Mr, Graham gives some interesting 
data on them.] 


i HE American poultry fancier, through 
his untiring love for beautiful, well- 
bred birds, has played a leading part 
in the development of our poultry hus- 
bandry and has been largely responsible 
for the exalted position which is held by 
the American hen in our present agricultu- 
ral organization. 

It has been but a few years since the 

champions of the various breeds gathered 
together as neighbors in each other’s homes 
to discuss the merits of their efforts, to 
compare methods of management and 
breeding and to plan future changes and 
improvement which they would attempt to 
bring forth. It was these small informal 
gatherings of twenty or thirty years ago 
which were the embryo poultry shows of 
today. These fanciers, as they were 
called, were largely amateurs who kept 
birds largely as a pastime, but today we 
see a great change; the fanciers of yester- 
day have become the commercial poultry 
breeders of today and their work and ac- 
complishments can be readily seen if one 
will but pass through the aisles of any of 
the coming winter poultry exhibitions and 
study for himself the uniformity of type, 
the elegance. of plumage pattern and the 
great variety of breeds which have been 
developed to meet existing economic con- 
ditions. 3 


What the Fancler Has Done. 


To the fancier can be given unrestricted 
credit for at least three definite accom- 
plishments which make poultry-keeping so 
popular and widespread, First, through 
his unremitting and painstaking work in 
sreeding, both in improving breeds already 
originated as well as in developing new 
types by cross-breeding and selection, he 
has created and disseminated a country- 
wide love for better birds, for uniformity 
of type and color pattern and for uniform- 
ity in flocks as a wnoie. The creation and 
dissemination of this recognized principle 
of pure-bred birds as opposed to mongrels 
and mixed flocks is one factor which has 
raised the plane of poultry husbandry to 
its present high standard. A second great 
work which the poultry fancier through 
organized effort has accomplished is the 
creating, editing and publishing of a stand- 
ard of excellence, or a standard of perfec- 
tion which depicts the ideal in regard to 
all characteristics of the various breeds 
and which can be used by all poultrymen 
alike as a guide by which to breed. 

The creation of this standard has made 
possible the unification of breeds and breed 
types throughout the entire civilized 
world. This standard, defining and de- 
scribing as it does all characteristic fea- 
tures of our breeds of poultry, should be 
owned and studied by every poultry en- 
thusiast who is desirous of breeding good 
birds, whether for exhibition or commer- 
cial purposes. | 
Evolution of Poultry Show. 


A third development which can be laid 
directly to the efforts of the earlier fan- 
clers is the development and evolution of 
the poultry show. Ever since distinct 
types of birds were first recognized there 


18 


show that they were first held early in the 
nineteenth century in England. Poultry 
was first exhibited in America at Agricul- 
tural Fairs where prizes were offered for 
common barnyard poultry, no distinct line 
being drawn at first between breed types. 
In early exhibitions, numbers counted 
more than quality. With a clear distinc- 
tion between breed types and varieties and 
with an ever-increasing interest in breed- 
ing to a standard came a marked change 
and improvement in poultry exhibitions, re- 
sulting in the evolution of the typical fancy 
show which has become everywhere more 
prominent during the past twenty years. 

These poultry shows have a great edu- 
cational as well as commercial value, and 


their number is being greatly augmented 


due to the small associations which are 
holding shows for educational purposes 
only. There will be held in the State of 
New Jersey, during the fall and winter of 
1913 at least twenty-seven distinct poultry 
exhibitions. Owing to the rapid develop- 
ment of the commercial side of the ques- 
tion the regular poultry exhibitions are 
broadening and covering not only the 
showing of standard-bred poultry, but 
prizes are offered and classes arranged for 
dressed and live poultry for market pur- 


poses, for eggs and methods of commer- 


cial packing and shipping, The develop- 
ment of the educational exhibit, usually 


‘staged under the direction of the State col- 


leges, is another interesfing and profitable 
feature. The poultry show has attained a 
remarkable place in commercial poultry- 
keeping and its benefits bid fair to be of 
increasing importance. 

Advantages of Poultry Shows. | 


The many advantages which a poultry- 
man or farmer derives from exhibiting his 
poultry or from studying the birds exhib- 
ited may be enumerated as follows: The 
true fancier derives an inestimable amount 
of pleasure from mating and breeding and 
entering in competition for the sake of 
beating the other fellow. To the success 
ful .breeder the profit from prizes is quite 
attractive. The advertising value which 
comes to the successful exhibitor is also a 
very attractive feature. The sale of birds 
at the show and the taking of orders for 
future delivery, both for eggs and birds, is 
another benefit to be derived. The exhib- 
itor can compare his birds with those of 
his contemporary and check up the effi- 
ciency’ of his efforts and profit by the com- 
parison in future work. To the amateur 
this educational feature is of inestimable 
value, 


How to Study the Show. 
In order to study a poultry show and 


widely bred in the New England States and 
was the original which gave world-wide 
fame to the Rhode Island turkeys offered 
in our eastern markets at holiday times.

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many readers are unaware of the fact that 
there is a pretty direct connection between 
the milk supply and the egg supply, not- 
withstanding the fact that cows do not lay 
eges nor do hens give milk. It is, of course, 
generally recognized that milk supplies 
what may be described as a greater number 
of units-of nutritive value for the same 
amount of money than does practically any 
other article of food. The connection be- 
tween the milk and the egg supply lies in 
the only remaining solid ingredient of the 
milk, namely, albumen. We all know that 
the white of an egg is composed entirely 
of albumen and water. Therefore, it is not 
a far step to see how this albumen would be 
an especially valuable food for poultry. In 
each hundred pounds of skim milk there are 
from two to three pounds of albumen, and 
this is being marketed in the dry form, in a 
granular condition, and is being very widely 
sold in the principal egg-producing sections, 
notably in the West, and especially in Peta- 
luma, Cal., which is recognized as being the 
biggest egg-producing section in the United 
States. 

[New York Press:] A disease that Is 
very frequent anioag flocks is scaly leg. 
This causes much discomfort to the fowl, 
the appearance and the general health of 
the fowl. This disease can be readily cured, 
and this time of the year is the best to do 
it. The most satisfactory cure is as follows: 
Get 5 cents’ worth of napthalene flakes and 
dissolve in kerosene oil. Dip the fowl’s leg 
in this, being careful not to get any of it on 
the skin, as it will blister. Do this for a 
couple of times .and you will find that the 
scales can be easily rubbed off. In a few 
days repeat, and the legs will be smooth and 
clean. It is also a good plan to paint the 
roosts with the same mixture. If the nap- 
thalene flakes cannot be procured use the 
common moth balls. Pound them to a fine 
powder and put in the kerosene. 


Spanish Saffron Industry. 

[Pharmaceutical Ere:] Saffron .-.was 
probably introduced from Asia ‘long be- 
fore the Christian era. The origin of the 
name is in the Persian “zafaran.” In 
some countries it is largely used in cook- 
ing, and other uses are in pharmacy, and 
for coloring confectionery, wines, cheeses, 
varnishes, etc. Cultivation is carried on in 
Egypt, Arabia, Italy, and some French de- 
partments, though nownere on so large a 
scale as in Spain. The district lies along 
the middie third of the Mediterranean 
coast, and extends north to near Madrid. 
The color should be a brilliant dark red; 
the odor pungent, and the styles long and 
thick, Adulteration generally consists in 
weighting with mineral substances, sugars, 
glycerin, water, oils, etc Pistils of other 
flowers are sometimes mixed with the true 
saffron. 

The plants are raised from bulbs, and 
must be dug up every four years, as new 
bulbs develop. Flowering begins early in 
September or October. Collecting takes 
place from the latter part of October to 
the middle of November. The flowers are 
white on opening, and gradually change to 
violet. As they open in the night, the pe- 
riod of gathering is from dawn to about 10 
clock in the morning. Collecting must be 
done with the greatest care, so as not to 
injure thé stigmata. The flowers are 
broken from the stalks, or nipped off 


with the thumbnail, and are then 
spread on mats to dry partially. The 
stigmata are seperated either by cut- 


ting off with the nail, close to the 
corolla, in which case the saffron is 
entirely red, or by pulling the pistils out 
with their stems attached, which gives a 
red and white product. The most delicate 
process of the series then follows—toast- 
ing, which is done in sieves over a low fire. 
If the fire is too hot, the saffron turns blue 
or biackish, while if not hot enouglf, it be- 
comes soft, and badly cured. During the 
toasting the characteristic red color is pro- 
duced. After curing the saffron is stored 
in a dry place in black woolen cloth. Four- 
fifths of the weight is lost during toasting, 
and it is calculated that each acre produces 
from fifty to fifty-five pounds of uncured 
saffron, making ten or eleven pounds of 
finished product. Seventy-seven pounds of 
flowers yield one pound of dried saffron.

A Message From the Dead? 
| GIVE herewith what is purported to be 


a message from the spirit world—from 

the spirit of the late William T. Stead, 
one of the unfortunates of the Titanic dis- 
aster. 

The report comes from W. H. Alburn of 
Boston, giving an account of an interview 
with Mr. Stead’s daughter. He began the 
interview by quoting the oft-repeated ques- 
tion of poor old Job: “If a man die shall 
he live again?” 


The Interview. 


W HEN. Mr. Alburn put the question to 
Miss Estelle Wilson Stead—the 
question that queered Job—'she,” said Mr. 
Alburn,” the wholesome, fair-haired, pale- 
faced girl, gave me a_ startling, definite 
answer.” 

“Yes. I have proof of immortality. 
Thinkers admit that evidence of only one 
soul surviving bodily death will prove the 
case. I have the proof—the evidence. 
My father, drowned with the 1600 victims 
of the Titanic, still lives. He sends me 
personal messages that are absolutely con- 
vincing. I have even seen him, in a form 
more ethereal and beautiful than his 
earthly body. And I have talked with him 
face to face. ‘Three weeks after he passed 
over, the first message came. I was rest- 
ing in the twilight with my mind at ease. 
Suddenly I was conscious of my father’s 
voice. He said: ‘All that I told you is 
true. I have entered into the fuller life. 
We are all what we will to be. We have 
what we have faith in. And all things are 
possible.” 

“He left me with a sense of infinite com- 
fort and trust. He came again, often, and 
told me many things about his last hours 
and his present existence—some of which 
are hard to repeat. Father said he was 
in his stateroom, when he was startled by 
a sudden shock and an outcry and a scurry- 
ing of feet. He rushed out on the deck 
of confusion, which 
turned to terror as the vessel started to 
sink and the lifeboats were launched. 

“Tt asked him whether he was frightened, 
and he said: ‘No. Fear is for unbeliev- 
ers. My faith kept me calm.’ Finally he 
atarted down into the cabin. Then came 
a sudden blow on the head, and he passed 
at once to the spirit land.” 

The interviewer here asked her: “Why, 
of all the victims, has your father come 
back ?” 

*“] do not grant that,” said she. “Many 
of those souls may have sent back mes 
Many more may have tried to reach 
the consciousness of relatives and friends 
and failed. Father. and I were always very 
close. The bond between our minds made 
telepathic communication between us com- 
mon during his life. What is’ more natural 
than that his thoughts should reach me 
afterward if his personality survives?” 

Here the interviewer si ¢gested the pos- 
sibility of self-delusion, o self-suggestion, 
at work. To 
this she replied: “They call me a nor- 
mal, sensible girl. I have studied psychic 
matters. There is nothing morbid or path- 
ological about my experiences. The mes- 
sages are their own proof. Father speaks 
of things that nobody knows except us 
two. The new facts that father adds to 
the old, things that I could not possibly 
have known until he told me, clinch the 
proof. And to me the strongest proof of 
all is this—that at such times I feel and 
know the actual presence of my father.”

4 Few “Thinks” Considered. 


HE foregoing is not unlike the testi- 

mony of millions of others, but it will 
not stand the light of reason, nor can it 
withstand the searchlight of science. Sci- 
ence is a knowledge of facts and forces. 
Science classifies. Science differentiates. 
Science investigates, and then decides with 
unbiased judgment. 

Let us first consider the question pro- 
pounded by Job: ‘If a man die shall h« 
live again?”

The body is not the man.

We must first have proof that 
No such proof is forthcoming. 
Man fs a spirit— 


the spirit of God made manifest in the 
fiesh. Even the so-called death of the body 
is merely a change of form into other ele 
ments. We look upon the fnanimate form 
and say—he is dead. Is he? No, not HE. 
The life—the immortal, indestructible part 
—the soul, cannot die. The tenant has 
simply moved out of his house, his home, 
his tenement of clay. ; 

We need no one to come back from the 
“Unknown”—no one ever has come back; 
that is, there is not one single AUTHEN- 
TIC record, but thousands of delusions; or 
shall I say illusions?7—no, we need no such 
proof of immortality. Every sound, sane, 
sensible person who thinks and uses the 
reason that God has given him believes in 
immortality. If immortality is not true it 
matters little whether anything else is true 
or not. The negative of that proposition— 
immortality—cannot be proved, God 
breathed into man the breath of life—the 
pheuma—and he became a living soul— 
the psyche. You can no more destroy that 
soul than you can destroy God. 

You may ask: What becomes of the 
soul? Where does it go? All I can say is 
—quien sabe? In the natural world, anni- 
hilation is a myth. I am led to believe 
that “man’s soul, at the death of his body, 
is released and, like the homing pigeon, 
returns to the region of his nativity.” 
Where is that nativity? Again I say— 
quien sabe. But of one thing I am assured 
—the God who gave it will care for it. 

The very latest from Sir William 
Crookes, as appeared in last Sunday's Los 
Angeles Times, gives us nothing new. He 
announces himself “absolutely convinced 
of spirit reality.” So are all of us who be- 
lieve in immortality; but that is no proof 
of spirit return. 

The so-called “messages from the dead” 
reveal nothing, as they are not from the 
dead. As previously stated, in all of these 
thousands of years no authentic message, 
nothing that can be verified, has ever been 
received from “that bourne from which no 
traveler returns.” 

Miss Stead is perfectly sincere, undoubt- 
edly, in her conclusions, founded, as they 
are, on her bélief: but her belief has no 
scientific basis. The messages received 
from her father were projected at the time 
of the disaster, and the strange part to 
me is that, as she was psychic and as she 
says “always in close touch with my 
father,” she did not become aware of 
it at the very moment. But she says the 
message did not reach her until three 
weeks afterward—when she was “resting 
in the twilight.” The message was re- 
ceived in her subjective mind at the mo- 
ment, but did not rise above the threshold 
of heF consciousness until that opportune 
time—the “resting” and the “twilight’— 
both of which were conducive to passivity 
and receptivity of the objective mind. 

In one of my previous articles (October 
11) under the head of “Tragic Deaths— 
Messages,” I dwelt at length on cases par- 
allel to the foregoing. However varied 
may be the nature of the tragedies the 
messages may be accounted for on the 
same hypothesis. For it is a well-known 
fact that in all cases where danger to the 
person is imminent, the subjective mind 
makes a-supreme effort to give warning 
and, when possible, avert the danger. I am 
the more surprised that ‘“Julia”—the 
“spirit” who was supposed to be in daily 
communion with Mr. Stead—did not fore- 
see the disaster to the Titanic and warn 
him accordingly. I have no spirit guides, 
but I have a_ spirit guide—not disembod- 
ied, but embodied—my own subjective mind, 
which has never failed me in all life’s pil- 
grimage. It-—-the subjective—foresees for 
every individual in whose tenement it 
dwells and, foreseeing, always endeavors 
to warn and is always successful when the 
objective mind will “be still and listen.” 

Miss Stead in her quiet moments became 
both clairvoyant and clairaudient—to her 
own soul, mark you, not to the departed 
spirit. Here’s a thousand to one that she 
never saw her father and never heard his 
voice after the unfortunate disaster. Some 
day John Jacob Astor and Archibald Butt 
will be “butting in” through some “me- 
jum.” How strange that, as a rule, it is 
only the “big guns” who gét a return ticket! 


Facts on Fasting. 


VER now and then we read of someone 

condemning fasting. But facts are 
facts. The Redlands Dally Facts sends us 
the details regarding the ending of a very 
successful fast in that city. A lady well 
known in the community reduced thirty-five 
pounds in thirty days. She went at it in 
the right way; that is, she placed herself 
under the care of a physician and a trained 
nurse. When she began the fast she had 
the usual experience of a short struggle. 

“For the first few days,” said she, “I felt 
so hungry I could hardly resist the tempta- 
tion to eat. I would have enjoyed chewing 
a piece of shoe leather. Then the desire 
for food began to dwindle. At the end of 
twelve days I had lost the sense of taste, 
but all my other senses were keener than 
ever. I could hear better, see better, smell 
better and think clearer, and when I walked 
down the street I seemed to touch the sky.” 
(That's the way to feel; that’s glorious.) 
“My pulse kept perfectly normal.” (That 
is somewhat remarkable.) “I did not 
begin to feel any weakness until three 
days before ceasing, and have been 
keeping up all my work. When I felt a 
little weak I would lie down for awhile. In 
connection with my fasting I walked two 
or three miles regularly every day.” 

There is no doubt that her “treatment” in 
addition to the fasting had much to do with 
the hasty reduction. On arising she drank 
two cups of hot water. Then her walk. In 


the afternoon she took a sweat bath in an 


electric cabinet, the heat being supplied 
by electric lights aggregating 500-candle 
power. This was followed by hot and cold 
baths and a massage. This treatment is 
somewhat heroic—the more so when under- 
going a fast—and might be expected to re 
duce independent of the fast. The lady 
claims that she feels ten years younger 
than she did thirty days ago. She expects 
to take another fast and part company with 
thirty pounds more. She can afford it— 
physically—as she started with an even 200 
pounds, 

I wisn to commend one Important feature 
that is too often overlooked—she had the 
good judgment to break her fast in a sen- 
sible way, instead of overloading and thus 
undoing all the good produced by the ab- 
stinence from food. 

Something to Think About. 


HEN DR. MAXIMILIAN P. E. GROSZ 

MANN, the founder of the National 
Association for the Study and Education of 
Exceptional Children, was in the city, 
among other good things he said, regarding 
the children: “We rejoice when our artifi- 
clal drill succeeds in making them preco- 
cious, and imitators of adult ways, not im- 
agining that we have, perhaps, killed the 
divine germ of spontaneity and individual- 
ity in its very infancy. 

We praise the quiet, sedate, blase child 
who does not disturb the classroom disct- 
pline as a laudable product of successful 
education, and wreak vengeance on the sin- 
ner who bustles about in unrestrainable 
boisterousness; and we ignore the fact that 
health means vigor, noise, activity with a 
child; that real wholesome self-control can 
only come with maturity, and that the quiet 
child is generally an abnormal child, physi- 
cally, mentally and morally.” 

He especially dwelt upon the tense con- 
dition bordering on nervous prostration. 
Thig applies with equal force to adults. I 
have always contended that it is perfectly 
natural for children to yell, in a joyous 
way; it’s good for their nerves—possibly 
not for yours. It’s the escape valve of 
their vim, vigor, vitality, virility. The 
learned doctor believes that the normal 
child fits in any environment, but the ex- 
ceptional youngster is the hope of the world 
on the one side and its despair on the 
other. It is hoped that the seed sown may 
have fallen on fertile soil and in time will 
bring forth fruit after its kind.

[St. Louis Globe Democrat:] Beware of 
freak diets and of fakers calling themselves 
food experts; eat what you want when you 
feel like it, giving attention to cleanliness 
and wholesome cooking. 

This is the official advice of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in a warning to the 
public issued as a result of an investigation 
just finished by government special‘sts ‘nto 
thé operations of self-styled “experts in dl- 
etetics.”

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A NARROW ESCAPE.

Poco deftly caught the 
bit of bread and chewed it down. 

“Good dog, Poco. Best dog in the Im- 
perial Valley. Yes, sir. Saved my life, 
too, didn’t you, Poco? Sure thing.” 

I knew old Bill Turin was getting ready 
after his own fashion to tell me something. 
He was in my employ as irrigator on my 
cotton ranch in the one-time Colorado Des- 
ert of California. When I hired Turin his 
one specification had been that Poco, a 
little black cocker spaniel, should be in- 
cluded in the deal and receive good treat- 
ment. 

“Doesn't look like enough of a dog to do 
a whole lot of lifesaving, does he?” Bill 
went on, turning to me. “Size doesn’t al 
ways count, though. 

“Tell you about it? Sure. 

“When I first came down here, three years 
ago, | got a job as carpenter with the Num- 
ber 10 Water Company. The job was put- 
ting in the checks, delivery boxes and so 
forth along the canal. I'm not much of a 
carpenter, but I didn't have to be to do the 
work. I had been at it for a week or so in 
two or three places not far from old man 
Summers’ ranch, up the canal here about 
four miles. 
-“Poco belonged to him then. I suppose 
the little dog was, lonesome; anyway he 
used to come over to see me. I soon found 
he had been trained to chase sticks or 
clods or anything else anyone wotld throw 
for him. Ever notice when you throw a 
clod, how he will scratch around in the dirt 
trying to find the right one? That scratch- 
ing trick of his was the one that did the 
job the time I speak of. . 

“You know the Summers ranch borders 
on the west bluff of New River. Number 
Ten built a ditch along his south line from 
the canal out to the bank of the river for 
a waste way. There had to be a spillway 
at the end, of course, to keep the water 
from cutting back, as the bluff iseabout 
forty feet high there, and soft dirt all the 
way down. 

“The lumber was hauled out, and I went 
to work at the job. I built the box along- 
side the ditch, twenty feet long and four 
feet square, with wings at the front and 
also five feet from the back, or river end. 
That would give some overhang whep the 
water should cut out the bluff back to the 
box. The front wings were four feet long, 
and three feet deeper than the bottom of 
the box. 

“After I had finished the box, I dug out a 
place for it in the bottom of the ditch. I 
left about twenty feet of ditch next the 
bluff, and threw the dirt there so as to 
make a dam. My idea was to set the box 
in place and then fill up around it with 
water, and throw the dirt in last. The 
water would make the dirt settle in tight 
all around so there would be no danger of 
the box being washed out later, as it might 
if it were set in dry. 

“Altogether it was nearly a two days’ job, 


and Poco stayed with me most of the time. 


Finally the digging was done. I gould 
have liked help in moving the box, as it was 
pretty heavy, but by moving each end a 
‘jittle at a time, I finally got it safely into 
place. Where the front wing was to go, I 


had just a narrow trench, only a foot wide, 


and three feet deeper than the bottom of 
the ditch, to hold the bottém of the wing. 
In dropping the box into place, I knocked 
a lot of dirt into the bottom of the trench. 
This kept the wing from going down as far 
as it should. By a hard lift I got that end 
of the box up again, and propped, so the 
bottom of the wing was about a foot above 
the bottom of the ditch. This gave me 
room to get in and clean out the dirt. 

“Then it occurred to me to go up to the 
canal, a quarter of a mile away, and turn 
in some water. It was getting late in the 
afternoon, and I wanted to finish the job 
that day. I thought|I would have time -to 
clean out the caved-in dirt when I got back, 
before the water got there. I went up to 
the canal and turned in I guess a couple of 
hundred inches, as I wanted to fill things 
up quick. 

“Back at the box, 7 picked up my shovel 
and stepped down into the trench to clean 
up the loose dirt. I was in a hurry, and 
careless. My shovel handle struck the 
brace that held up the box. Down it came. 
I sort of held it a little so it came down 
easy and didn’t hurt me much, but it had 
one foot and leg jammed good and tight

between the wing and the side of the trench. 
I tried my best to lift it again. With my 
side to it as I was ! couldmt move it. By 
this time the water had arrived. It filled 
the trench in half a minute. Then it began 
to rise around me. Very quickly it came to 
my waist, but as it got higher it backed up 
farther in the ditch, and so rose less rap- 
idly. 

“If the trench had stayed dry, of course I 
could have dug my leg loose in a little 
while. I tried, but the water coming down 
the newly-built ditch brought lots of mud 
and small clods which quickly filled the 
trench. 

“When I had tried all the schemes I 
could think of to get loose, and couldn't, I 
began to get good and scared. At first I 
thought that the dam at the end of the 
ditch was lower than my head. I knew 
when the water once went over the top of 
this it would soon wash out and leave me 
safe. But when the water got to my arm- 
pits, I could see that the dam in the lowest 
places was just about as high as the top of 
my head, which was a whole lot too high 
for my safety. It looked like a drowning, 
sure. 

“Of course I did plenty of yelling for 
help, but the Summers house—the only one 
near—was almost half a mile away. I tried 
to send Poco for help, but he couldn't un- 
derstand. He only ran along the bank and 
barked at me. I tried throwing chunks of 
mud toward the house, but he only chased 
these to where they landed, and then 
clawed, and scratched, and barked the 
louder. 

“But his scratching gave me something 
else to think of.

Often they 
went over the dam, and Poco after them.

Slowly the hole became 
deeper. I began to have trouble getting 
mud solid enough to throw well. I had
